District  Council . 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1948. 

The  population,  according  to  the  Registrar-General’s  esti- 
mate, has  increased  substantially,  although  the  number  of  births 
is  less  than  in  1947.  The  number  of  children  has  increased  by 
611 — an  increase  of  5 per  cent,  in  children  under  five,  and  of 
35  per  cent,  in  children  between  5 and  15  years. 

There  has  been  again  freedom  from  epidemic  disease,  whilst 
notifications  of  tuberculosis  have  reached  a record  low  figure, 
only  six  new  cases  being  recorded.  This  is  the  third  year  in 
succession  showing  this  satisfactory  decline.  Not  only  the  noti- 
fications, but  the  deaths  from  tuberculosis  are  fewer  than  in  any 
year  of  which  I have  record. 

Housing  is  still  the  most  serious  concern  of  the  Council.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  about  350  applicants  for  Council 
houses,  172  having  no  home  of  their  own.  A survey  of  the  occu- 
pation of  Council  houses  was  undertaken  by  the  Housing 
Manager,  and  her  report  is  included.  There  are  many  houses 
not  fully  occupied,  and  a few  overcrowded.  At  the  same  time, 
it  is  difficult,  if  not  indeed  impossible,  to  change  tenants  round 
to  adjust  the  discrepancy.  Moreover,  in  many  cases  houses 
under-occupied  at  the  time  of  the  survey  might  well  be  fully 
occupied  within  a short  period.  The  17  overcrowded  houses  are 
mainly  due  to  the  presence  of  large  families  of  children ; a few 
to  married  children  with  no  homes  of  their  own,  and  one  only 
to  a lodger. 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Department  are  showing  gradually 
more  and  more  emphasis  on  social  work  and  environmental 
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hygiene.  Great  credit  is  due  to  the  work  of  the  Visiting  Nurse, 
Mrs.  Lyddiard.  Her  home  visiting  keeps  the  closest  possible 
touch  with  the  people  and  their  mode  of  life,  and  much  is  done 
to  improve  hygienic  standards  of  living  by  encouragement  and 
education. 

Dr.  Pollock  commenced  duties  as  full-time  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  May.  Her  duties  are  mainly  in  connection 
with  diphtheria  immunisation,  but  she  assists  also  in  all  other 
branches  of  the  work.  The  immunisation  figures  already  show 
definite  improvement,  particularly  amongst  children  under 
school  age  who  are  not  attending  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres. 

I am  grateful  for  the  continued  cordial  relations  with  the 
Council  and  with  all  members  of  the  Council’s  staff,  and  for 
mtlch  friendly  co-Operation  and  assistance.  I take  the  opportu- 
nity also  of  thanking  my  own  staff  for  their  continued  good 
Work.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE.

Post-mortem  facilities  are  available  in  Hasle- 
mere Hospital  by  arrangement  with  the  Council. 


BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 

Under  Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  local 
authority  is  responsible  for  securing  the  burial  or  cremation  of  the 
body  of  any  person  who  has  died,  or  has  been  found  dead,  in  their 
area,  where  no  suitable  arrangements  are  made  by  any  other  person. 
No  cases  have  yet  been  dealt  with  under  this  section.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  two  public  water  supplies  in  the  District  are  sampled  regu- 
larly, and  have  shown  satisfactory  results  throughout  the  year.  The 
Wey  Valley  Water  Company  send  us  copies  of  their  own  analyses, 
and  this  courtesy  is  appreciated. 

The  raw  water  of  the  Council’s  supply  has  been  analysed  at 
regular  intervals,  and  the  chlorinating  plant  has  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily.  It  is  hoped  that  the  lime  treatment  plant  will  be  com- 
pleted early  in  1949.

Consideration  has  again  been  given  to  the  provision  of  a Main 
Water  Supply  to  the  houses  in  Whitmore  Vale.  Of  the  12  houses,  only 
one  has  a spring  water  supply,  which  appears  to  be  above  suspicion. 
In  other  cases  the  water  is  taken  either  from  wells  near  by,  or  a 
stream.  The  stream  water  is  grossly  polluted,  the  wells  are  similarly 
contaminated  either  continually  or  at  intervals.  Even  more  serious 
than  the  supply  to  private  houses  is  the  supply  of  stream  water  to 
Stream  Farm,  which  produces  milk.  A primitive  chlorination  plant 
has  been  installed,  but  no  reliance  can  be  placed  on  this.  It  is  hoped 
that  with  the  assistance  of  the  Council  a Main  Supply  will  be  pro- 
vided as  soon  as  possible. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Shottermill  were  well  maintained 

throughout  the  year. 

The  small  works  at  Eight  Acres  and  Grayswood  have  been  satis- 
factory. 

The  combined  sewerage  scheme  to  drain  Hindhead,  and  Churt, 
Frensiam  and  Tilford  in  the  Hambledon  Rural  District,  appears  to 
have  made  no  progress,  though  much  preparatory  work  has  been 

done. 
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CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 


The  cesspool  emptying  service  has  continued  satisfactorily. 


POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS. 

No  cases  of  serious  pollution  have  come  to  our  notice.  Difficulty 
has  been  experienced  with  the  stream  taking  the  effluent  from  the 
Sicklemill  Sewage  Works.  Steps  were  taken  to  have  the  overgrowth 
of  vegetation  cleared  from  the  bed  of  the  stream,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  will  improve  the  flow,  and  so  prevent  a recurrence  of  the 
flooding  of  the  humus  tanks  and  the  pollution  of  the  stream. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  service  has  continued  satisfactorily,  the  refuse  tip  being  well 
maintained. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  number  of  observations  for  smoke  or  fume  nuisances  made 
during  the  year  was  89.  In  no  case  was  a nuisance  found. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  cases  of  infestation  were  reported  to  us  during  the  year.

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

No  cases  were  notified  in  the  District,  but  the  circumstances 
connected  with  an  earlier  case  are  reported  as  being  of  unusual  in- 
terest, and  also  to  emphasise  the  importance  of  the  notification  of 
cases  of  infectious  disease 

In  September  we  received  information  of  a case  of  typhoid  fever 
occurring  outside  the  District,  although  formerly  residing  within  the 
Urban  District.  On  investigation,  it  was  found  that  two  earlier 
cases  had  occurred  in  the  same  house  in  Haslemere,  one  in  1938  and 
one  in  1947.  It  is,  perhaps,  doubtful  that  these  were  true  cases  of 
typhoid,  but,  not  being  notified,  complete  details  could  not  be  obtained. 
One  of  the  cases  had  since  left  the  country.  Investigation  of  the 
household  led  to  the  discovery  that  a domestic  employee  was  a carrier 
of  typhoid  germs.  This  type  of  bacillus  proved  to  be  a new  variety 
unrelated  to  any  that  had  previously  occurred  in  this  country,  for 
the  Bacteriologist  reported  that  the  culture  yielded  a moderate 
growth  of  S.  typhi,  type  H,  an  exotic  type  not  previously  isolated  in 
England.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  this  patient  had  not  caused 
any  cases  at  all.  The  treatment  of  typhoid  carriers  is  extremely 
difficult  and  unsatisfactory.  The  infection  is  spread,  as  a rule, 
through  the  handling  of  food.  In  this  case  there  was  no  question 
of  any  risk  to  the  general  public.  Had  the  two  earlier  cases  been 
notified,  as  they  should  have  been,  at  the  time,  a more  full  and 
satisfactory  investigation  could  have  been  made. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 


During  the  year  1948  no  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  in 
the  Haslemere  Urban  District. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

It  is  our  practice  now  to  give  the  first  injection  of  .5  cc. 
APT  at  six  months  of  age  or,  failing  this,  as  soon  as  possible 
afterwards,  and  the  second  injection  of  .2  cc.  APT  three  months 
later.  This  ensures  that  the  child  is  adequately  protected  by  the 
time  it  reaches  the  very  susceptible  age  of  12  months.  Thereafter 
each  receives  a boosting  dose  of  .5  cc.  APT  on  entering  school  and 
every  five  years  afterwards.  Reactions  following  injections  are 
completely  absent  in  children  under  one  year,  and  when  they 
occasionally  occur  in  young  adolescents  are  minimal.  Notifica- 
tions of  immunisations  performed  are  received  regularly  from 
General  Practitioners. 

HOME  VISITING 

Home  visiting  of  pre-school  children  was  commenced  in  May, 
1948,  following  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Pollock.  Those  children 
whose  parents  do  not  attend  a 'Welfare  Centre,  and  who  cannot 
for  various  reasons  visit  their  private  doctors,  are  visited  in  their 
homes  by  appointment. 

Parents  are  extremely  grateful  for  this  new  service,  as  the 
rural  nature  of  the  district  makes  it  very  difficult  for  many  of 
them,  especially  those  with  two  or  more  children,  to  travel  far. 

The  following  immunisation  treatments  were  given  under 
this  scheme  : — 

First  Injections  12 

Second  Injections  6 

Schick  Testing. — During  1948  no  Schick  Testing  was  carried  out 
in  the  schools  as  time  did  not  permit,  practically  all  the  immunisa- 
tion being  carried  out  in  the  second  half  of  the  year.  The  ideal  is, 
of  course,  to  Schick  Test  every  child  immunised  to  ensure  that  pro- 
tection is  complete.  Although  the  course  of  immunisation  carried  out 
completely  protects  practically  every  child,  an  extremely  rare  case 
can  occur  where  anti-body  reaction  in  the  blood  was  so  low  prior  to 
immunisation  that  the  full  treatment  of  APT  fails  to  raise  the  level 
sufficiently.  It  is  hoped  to  Schick  Test  representative  sections  of 
the  child  population  during  1949.

Health  Department  Visiting  Nurse. 

The  work  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  continues  to  be  of  the  greatest 
value.  In  addition  to  her  duties  in  regard  to  diphtheria  immunisa- 
tion, she  investigates  a great  many  home  conditions,  moral  as  well  as 
physical,  tuberculosis  cases,  certain  infectious  diseases  and  scabies. 


Scabies. 

The  number  of  scabies  cases  is  lower  than  ever  before.  This  is 
probably  due  to  the  policy  pursued  in  recent  years  of  treating  children 
in  the  homes,  and,  at  the  same  time,  examining  all  other  members 
of  the  family.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hasl&mere 
Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  sixteenth  report  on  the 
work  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

The  heavy  call  on  the  building  trade  for  new  housing  work 
has  seriously  interfered  with  general  maintenance  work,  and  our 
requests  for  repairs  to  existing  houses  were  confined  to  serious 
and  essential  repairs. 

One  property,  an  old  detached  cottage,  was  condemned,  and 
the  occupants  rehoused  in  a flat  in  requisitioned  property. 

Due  to  the  Ice-Cream  Regulations,  there  was  increased 
interest  shown  in  this  commodity  both  by  the  layman  and  the 
| official,  but  while  sampling  showed  a somewhat  unsatisfactory 
standard  in  the  early  part  of- the  year,  improvements  slowly  took 
place  and  became  rather  static  under  Grade  II,  with  encouraging 
flights  to  Grade  I.  There  was  at  the  same  time  a gentle  increase 
in  the  number  of  retailers,  and  this,  is  continuing. 

With  regard  to  the  Slaughterhouse,  this  has  been  as  active 
as  last  year,  and  while,  as  I have  said  before,  I welcome  cen- 
tralised slaughtering,  I feel  that  a great  improvement  can  be 
l made  in  the  handling  of  the  meat,  and  particularly  in  its  trans- 
| port,  the  latter  being  lamentably  inadequate  both  in  vehicle  and 
i personnel. 

The  question  of  the  adequacy  of  the  water  supply  to  an  out- 
I lying  section  of  the  district  was  seriously  considered,  and  a care- 
fully prepared  programme  of  sampling  from  all  the  various 
i sources  was  undertaken,  the  outcome  of  which  is  still  under  con- 

I sideration. 

During  this  year  of  1948  great  progress  has  been  made  in 
instaurating  all  the  normal  functions  and  systematic  inspection 

»|  work. 
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My  Assistant,  Mr.  A.  R.  Prue,  who  qualified  at  the  end  of 
1947,  and  was  this  year  established  as  an  additional  Sanitary 
Inspector,  has  materially  contributed  to  this  very  excellent  pro 
gress.  The  general  office  and  clerical  work  has  been  voluminous 
and  complicated,  but  it  has  been  carried  out  with  great  credit 
by  my  clerk,  Miss  J.  A.  Rothwell.

Hats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. — The  Surrey  County 
Council  administer  under  the  above  Act,  and  have  a stall'  of  operators 
and  all  modern  equipment  to  deal  with  large  and  small  infestations. 
Contracts  are  entered  into  between  occupiers  and  the  Rodent  Section 
of  the  Surrey  County  Council.  Poisons  are  supplied  at  cost,  and 
work  is  carried  out  at  cost  when  requested. 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  throughout  the  District,  and 
during  the  year  visits  following  complaints  covering  all  types  of 
premises  numbered  35,  evidence  of  infestation  being  found  in  27  cases. 

Complaints. — During  the  year  60  complaints  were  received.  289 
visits  were  made  in  the  investigation  thereof  and  the  necessary  action 
taken. 

Bakehouses. — There  are  now  six  bakehouses  in  the  District,  and 
137  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  ensure  that  the  premises  were 
kept  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Shops. — Under  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is 
responsible  for  ensuring  that  there  is  adequate  ventilation,  warming 
and  sanitary  convenience,  whilst  the  County  Council  controls  other 
accommodation,  hours  of  employment,  etc.  1,920  inspections  were 

made. 

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928. — As  Petroleum  Officer,  I 
submit  the  following  report : — 

There  are  36  premises  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum 
spirit.  From  20  of  these  premises  petrol  is  sold,  while  at  the  other 
16  premises  petrol  is  stored  for  private  use  only.  No  licences  were 
issued  for  the  storage  of  carbide  of  calcium.  116  visits  were  made 

in  all.
